The enemies of railroads 
swiftly charge the failure of the Rea- 
gan bill to the corruption of congress- 
men by the railroads. The truth is, 
the bill fell of its own weight. It 
needed only to be understood to be 
condemned. While the effect upon 
Nevada would have been good, it 
would have brought the greatest dis- 
aster to the Eastern States. Such 
hasty and crude legislation can be 
productive only of harm, and as long 
as such bills are introduced and 
brought up. for consideration, so long 
will railroads be compelled, in self de- 
ſence, to take a hand in politics.
